“the call of humanity” it is neces« 
sary for him. to strike a balance 
between his humanity and the duty 
‘he owes to his family, But é¢m- 
phatically this applies. only to such 
cases as that quoted; a summons 
to an emergency or an unknown 
case demands a compliance with 
ethical canons no lese than the 
exercise of common sense. “We 
have a well-founded suspicion that 
most of the people so loud in 
decrying a doctor who hesitates to 
wotk without, payment are ‘those 
slowest: in meeting their own 
doctors’, bill, if, indeed,. they} 
trouble ‘to pay any aitention to 
thein.
